"The warden of Ihe penltenll- 
ary, wherein the execution Is to oc- 
cur, ahall supervise auch execution 
and may. In writing, with the ap 
proval of Ihe governor, aperlally 
designate and apiKilnl a xuliable and 
competent person lo act under his 
direction, as executioner In any par- 
ticular case."
